NOTES IN SEASON. 

The J. B. Lippincott Company announce 
for early publication a little book of poems, 
entitled “Day Dreams of Greece,” by Charles 
Wharton Stork. The author is a graduate of 
Haverford College and Harvard University, 
and is at present connected with the English 
Department of the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

Little, Brown & Co.'s first important novel 
for 1909 will be “The Missioner,” by E. Phil¬ 
lips Oppenheim. The background of the story 
is laid in England and France. The hero is 
a lover of humanity and determined to follow 
an ideal, and the heroine a beautiful woman, 
bom to feudal wealth, frivolous minded with 
a mysterious past. 


Harper & Brothers have brought out this 
week a novel entitled “The Spell,” by William 
Dana Orcutt, a study of love and femininity 
that will captivate many readers; also, “Lin¬ 
coln and the Sleeping Sentinel,” by Lucius E.

They expect to have ready about Jan¬ 
uary 20 a revised edition of “Reminiscences 
of Abraham Lincoln,” edited by Allen Thorn- 
dyke Rice. 

D. Appleton & Co. will publish on January

Craig,” by David Graham Phillips, author of 
“Old Wives for New.” The story is that of 
the strong, virile personality of the hero, a 
young Western lawyer who is striving to 
make a name for himself in Washington.

Wilder’s 
work will contain a comprehensive bibliog¬ 
raphy of Mozart literature, English and for¬ 
eign, with a list of Mozart’s compositions, 
published and unpublished. They also an¬ 
nounce a work on “German Education: Past 
and Present,” by Frederick Ranken, which the- 
London Athenccum considers to be a “clear 
and compact book, containing all that is es¬ 
sential to a proper comprehension of the his¬ 
tory of German education.” 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will publish this 
month two books dealing with Lincoln, one of 
which is “Lincoln’s Love Story,” by Eleanor 
Atkinson. The other is entitled “The Death 
of Lincoln,” by Clara Laughlin, who has 
brought together a number of new facts and 
details in connection with the death of Lin¬ 
coln, by means of which her work assumes 
the importance of a new and original contri¬ 
bution to history. The book will be illus¬ 
trated by a series of photographs, while an in¬ 
teresting feature of it will be the publication 
of Booth’s diary, which he kept while he was 
a fugitive after having committed the assas¬ 
sination. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. will publish this month 
a novel entitled “The Red Mouse,” by Will¬ 
iam Hamilton Osborne.

Special attention is given 
to the question whether power which is strictly legis¬ 
lative is delegated to railroad commsisions by the 
statutes which empower those commissions to name 
S-ates;. Between four and five hundred authorities 
are cited, and parallel references to the National 
Reporter System are given throughout.

THE SEASON OF GOOD RESOLU¬ 
TIONS. 

Most of the good resolutions made rest 
for their keeping upon our own firm will, 
unflagging energy and eternal vigilance, and 
most of them are broken before the New 
Year is well under way, because we personally 
fail to keep them and no one can keep them 
for us. But there is one resolution the pub¬ 
lishers of this country could make that might 
immediately be turned off on others to keep 
and might be kept faithfully through a whole 
year without one break. 

Every publisher can resolve that through¬ 
out the year 1909 a copy of every book he 
publishes shall be sent as soon as it comes 
from the binders to the Office of the Pub¬ 
lishers' Weekly for free record and notice 
in the “Weekly Record” of the Publishers' 
Weekly. He can make this resolution and 
put its keeping into the hands of a competent, 
trustworthy employee and feel that he has 
made a great stride toward bibliographic re¬ 
form with comparatively little wear and tear 
on his own time and thought. 

Many will protest that they have done so 
for years; and yet even some of these, if ex¬ 
amining closely, will find that there have been 
little lapses from the good resolution they 
believe has been kept so carefully. 

If The Publishers' Weekly could rely 


implicitly upon the sure knowledge that every¬ 
thing published in book form will reach it at 
the right time, the compilers of the “Weekly 
Record” could do more prompt, efficient and 
better literary work, for their time would not 
need to be so largely given to looking over 
every periodical, newspaper and odd scrap of 
paper about the latest books, always haunted 
by the fear that something may still be missed 
and overlooked or not seen until belated. 

Most publishers are very willing to give 
and most courteous in their manner of sup¬ 
plying information; but we are obliged to 
bear them in mind at all times; we are not 
relieved of responsibility as we might be by 
each one just making one little resolution for 
someone else to keep for him. 

We depend’ largely on cards from the Copy¬ 
right Office or cards of accessions to the 
shelves of the Library of Congress to tell 
us of the minor publications of the year; but 
these cards only give data of copyright and 
often the books they mention do not appear 
simultaneously at all. 

The simplest way for the publishers and for 
ourselves is to send the book. We know some 
of these books are expensive and published 
in limited editions and we d'o not expect to 
keep such books. They will be returned 
promptly and in good condition whenever 
such request is made. 

There are a few publishers who are a 
little provoked at times by our steady ques¬ 
tioning about books we have seen mentioned 
among “books received” in literary papers or 
books advertised as “out to-day,” but which 
do not reach the trade or ourselves until a 
week—sometimes longer—after these adver¬ 
tisements have appeared. There are also pub¬ 
lishers who are vexed when we miss a book, 
and when we confess that we had not been in¬ 
formed, say petulantly: “Why should we be 
obliged to do your work for you; it’s your 
business to find out what’s published.” Which 
is not exactly helpful. 

When it is not possible to send the books, 
a transcript of the titles might be sent on time 
with accurate date of publication marked. 
Blanks for this purpose will gladly be fur¬ 
nished by us. 

The year just ended has been a fortunate 
one, and publishers have had many successful 
books. We are often told these reach us late 
because there are no copies to spare during 
the first rush. This does not seem the right 
attitude towards any of the journals which 
aim to do the booktrade a real service at the 
right time.

The Post Office Department is again pro¬ 
posing to rule out from second-class matter 
periodicals which are essentially of a cumula¬ 
tive character, such as Mr. Wilson’s Reader’s 
Guide, and The Law Digest published in 
New Jersey, and a hearing is to be had early 
in the present month. It is to be regretted 
that under its new administration the Post 
Office Department is continuing this narrow 
course. All publishers of periodicals are in¬ 
terested in endeavoring to convince the Post 
Office Department that they should be treated 
in a broad and not in a narrow spirit, and 
Mr. Wilson should have the support of his 
fellow-publishers in the protest he is making. 
It has already been decided in the Supreme 
Court that the railway time-table periodicals, 
which are much more repetitious than the 
•cumulative periodicals, are entitled to second- 
class privileges, and the strict application of 
the proposed rule would bear hard upon the 
county papers which make a feature of re¬ 
peating and cumulating their local news, and 
which are distributed by Uncle Sam through 
the county absolutely free of charge. 


FANCY POST-CARDS MUST PAY 
HIGHER DUTY. 

The customs authorities have made a de¬ 
cision affecting the duty on certain kinds of 
fancy post-cards. Elaborate post-cards, made 
either wholly of paper of more than one 
thickness, or of paper in single thickness com¬ 
bined with silk, wood, celluloid, etc., have 
been held dutiable under appropriate pro¬ 
visions of the Tariff Act of 1897, as manu¬ 
factured articles, according to component ma¬ 
terial of chief value. The appellants set forth 
various claims in their protests, which, when 
submitted, were limited to the provision in 
paragraph 403 for printed matter, that is, to 
be subject to a duty of twenty-five per cent. 
The assessment affirms the action of Collector 
Fowler. 

In his decision Appraiser Fischer writes: 
“We do not regard the printed matter as 
forming either a necessary or substantial part 
of the completed cards, and we think it should 
not determine the classification of the articles 
of which it forms an immaterial part. The 
articles are not in the nature of material, 
ground, or surface, upon which certain print¬ 
ing is to be exhibited, but as evidenced by the 
samples, these silks, wood, celluloid, or paper 
cards are in most part elaborately embossed 
with designs or lettering, and colored by a 
spraying process.” 

This decision is one of considerable im¬ 
portance, in view of the fact that its terms 
will apply to numerous fancy cards, novelties, 
etc., commonly imported to the United States, 
and will doubtless have an influence upon the 
price of the imported cards which come with¬ 
in its scope. 


THE B. C. T. AT ITS TWENTY-FOURTH 
ANNUAL DINNER. 

The Brotherhood of Commercial Trav¬ 
ellers and their guests, about sixty strong, 
met at the Waldorf-Astoria on the evening of 
December 29, to celebrate the twenty-fourth 
anniversary of the Brotherhood and to have 
a good time. Taken altogether the whole 
affair was a complete success. The weather 
was exceptionally fine—usually these occa¬ 
sions are attended by either a generous rain¬ 
fall or a howling blizzard or a combination of 
both; Oscar, the presiding genius of the 
Waldorf, prepared one of his best menus, 
though it was framed in a language that, to 
many of the diners, was as intelligible as 
Bengalese; the dinner was well served and 
punctuated by the proper vintages, so that 
when the after-dinner coffee was served the 
inner as well as the outer man of those pres¬ 
ent were in a good-natured and properly re¬ 
ceptive condition to endure with equanimity 
the things still in store for them. 

The dinner was opened with the singing of 
“Auld Lang Syne,” the members standing. 
The post-prandial feast was opened by 
Brother William J. Kelly, chairman of the 
Souvenir Committee, who in his usual happy 
manner presented A. P. Roche, the retiring 
president, with an ivory gavel, suspended 
from a catawba-cclored silk ribbon. This 
symbol of service performed is cherished by 
those who receive it with as much regard al¬ 
most as honors and medals won upon a field 
of battle. 

Mr. Roche, who was expected to make an 
extended address, surprised the Brotherhood 
by delivering the shortest speech on record in 
the annals of the organization, and then intro¬ 
duced as the speaker of the evening the Hon. 
William A. Prendergast, Register of Kings 
County, N. Y. Mr. Prendergast, with much 
eloquence, dwelt on the duty of man to his 
fellowship and on the beauty of brotherhood. 
It was a fine address and was frequently 
interrupted by rounds of applause. 

Among the other speakers were H. W. 
Knight, William J. Kelly, A. Growoll, F. T. J. 
Nunan and F. M. Morris, of Chicago. Refer¬ 
ence was made by two of the speakers to John 
H. Black and J. F. Dengler, whose deaths had 
occurred since he dinner in 1907, and a toast 
to the memories of those of the Brotherhood 
who had crossed the “Great Divide” since it 
was first organized was drunk in silence by 
the gathering. Mr. Macmillan, of John Wan- 
amaker’s book department, favored the com¬ 
pany with a song, and a string band supplied 
music with but few brief intermissions. 

The memento of the dinner was a handsome 
“Cross” pigskin bill-folder presented to the 
Brotherhood by its president, Mr. Roche, 
who subsequently filled them with a liberal 
supply of green and yellow backs—unfor¬ 
tunately not legal tenders. Moet & Chandon 
generously donated a consignment of their 
famous “White Seal.” 

The cover of the menu was designed by H. 
B. Matthews. It was a classic square shield 
on a brown background, lettered as follows: 
“24th Annual Banquet at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
Dec. 29th, 1908, of the B. C. T ” Suspended 
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from a smaller heraldic shield in the centre 
of the larger shield, bearing the name “A. P. 
Roche, President, B. C. T.,” was suspended 
a gavel intersecting the whole of the general 
design. The whole was crowned with an 
ornamental scroll bearing the words “One 
for All & All for One.” 

The gathering broke up at about half-past 
eleven with the singing of “Vive la Com- 
pagnie,” in which they were led by William 
j. Kelly as the soloist, the Brotherhood join¬ 
ing in the chorus. 

The officers for the year are: A. P. Roche, 
president; Charles E. Miller, vice-president; 
A. T. Leon, treasurer, and John Hovendon, 
secretary. 

The arrangements for the dinner are usual¬ 
ly left to Mr. Hovendon, who is practically 
the major domo of the Brotherhood; but 
credit is also due for their hearty co-opera¬ 
tion in carrying out the plans for the dinner 
to A. D. MacMullen, Fred. Irish, H. B. 
Matthews, W. M. Stitt, Jr., B. W. Dodge and 
L. C. Wagner, who acted as the Arrangement 
Committee; to F. T. J. Nunan, H. M. Cald¬ 
well, S. Vander Wheelan, V. W. Cupples, E. 
Heikel and George J. McLeod, who formed 
the Entertainment Committee; to R. I.. Mat- 
lack, Charles E. Miller, Jonas Langfeld, 
George Sully and H. S. Ridings, the Recep¬ 
tion Committee, and to W. J. Kelly, C. B. 
Nourse and C. E. Graham, who made up the 
Souvenir Committee. 

Preparations are already under way for the 
celebration of the Silver Jubilee of the Broth¬ 
erhood, which, under the direction of the 
famous duett, Kelly & Leon, promises to be 
one of the biggest shows on earth. 


WATCH OUT FOR W. SMITH, THE 
SWINDLER! 

The trade is warned against a person call¬ 
ing himself W. Smith and S. Schmidt, and 
claiming to represent Hurst & Co. as a sell- 
ing agent. Mr. Smith is about thirty-five 
years old, five feet seven inches tall, weighs 
about 135 pounds, has light complexion and 
hair, smooth face, and from the left ear the 
upper lobe is missing. He has a decided 
German accent and seems to be well informed 
on general literature. 

His field thus far has been along the cen¬ 
tral part of New York and northern Penn¬ 
sylvania. His plan is to obtain subscribers for 
sets of the works of Hugo, Scott, Stevenson, 
Irving, Balzac, and other famous writers. 
After obtaining the order Smith demands a 
first payment, in cash, of five dollars, and that 
is the end of the transaction, as the books are 
never delivered. Smith uses a contract blank 
with the firm name of Hurst & Co., at 122 
Nassau Street. As every one in the trade 
knows Hurst & Co. removed from Nassau 
Street nearly twenty years ago. Also, they 
do not publish the works which Smith offers 
for sale, and they do not, nor never have, sold 
books through subscription agents. 

The trade is requested to watch out for this 
swindler, if possible to apprehend, him and to 
notify Hurst & Co., at 395 Broadway, New 
York City, who are ready to co-operate in 
prosecuting him. 


DURABLE PAPER FOR BOOKS OF PER¬ 
MANENT USEFULNESS. 

William Prescott Greenlaw, librarian of 
the New England Historic Genealogical So¬ 
ciety, at a recent meeting of the society pre¬ 
sented the following timely warning: 

“One of the important needs of the library 
of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society—a desideratum also common to most 
libraries—is that of bringing about hereafter 
the more general use of durable paper in 
books of permanent value. A large proportion 
of those books in this library which have been 
published during the last thirty years are rap¬ 
idly disintegrating, while the most of those 
published much earlier are still in good condi¬ 
tion, although subjected to the same use and 
exposure. 

Whether a book will stand the ordinary 
wear and tear of use and the chemical action 
of light, temperature and moisture for many 
years, perhaps even centuries, with only oc¬ 
casional re-binding, or will fall to pieces in a 
few years, even with the most careful 
handling and frequent re-binding, depends 
very largely upon the quality of paper of 
which it is made. 

“The use then of a better quality of paper 
for historical, biographical and genealogical 
books is important to a library as a matter of 
ultimate economy; it is likewise important to 
the authors and compilers for the prolonga¬ 
tion of the usefulness of their works. Such 
books are works of permanent value and, as 
comparatively few of these publications are 
ever likely to be reprinted, it behooves authors 
and compilers, as well as librarians, to see to 
it that they are printed on a quality of paper 
which promises to preserve the data intrusted 
thereto for the utmost length of time possible, 
or for as long as such information shall be 
of human interest. 

“What constitutes durable book paper? Is 
it possible to obtain such paper in sufficient 
quantity to supply the demand for this class 
of publications? And if so, how can it be 
secured ? 

“Durable book paper consists of the very 
best grade of pure cellulose (vegetable fibre), 
beaten or cut to pieces of the proper length 
(about 1-30 of an inch), thoroughly felted, 
freed from acids and chlorides and sized with 
a minimum amount of rosin. 

“The best cellulose for this purpose comes 
from the fibres of the cotton plant. This par¬ 
ticular fibre is a thin walled tube which col¬ 
lapses in a peculiar twisted manner in the 
beating process, interlaces in the felting pro¬ 
cess much better than other fibres and holds 
its grasp tenaciously. It is strong, flexible and 
durable, but can be seriously injured by over- 
bleaching and is subject to’gradual oxidation 
if the chemicals used in the processes of 
paper-making are not eliminated. 

Celluloses derived from flax and hemp stand 
next in order to those from cotton. Those de¬ 
rived from wood by the sulphite and soda 
processes come next, but are inferior in many 
respects. These wood celluloses mav, how¬ 
ever, be used to a limited extent with those 
derived from cotton, flax or hemp (not less 
than 70 per cent, of the latter class nor more 
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than 30 per cent, of the former) for the man¬ 
ufacture of the lowest grades of paper that 
will serve for publications of permanent value. 
These lower grades may also have a slight 
loading of clay (total ash not exceeding 10 
per cent.) but it is advisable to restrict the 
loading to the least amount that will give the 
finish and printing quality desired, for 
strength and flexibility are adversely affected 
by overloading. 

“Books which have a permanent usefulness 
are usually published in small editions and 
constitute but a small proportion of the total 
output of the printing presses. The higher 
grades of celluloses are derived from sources 
which could undoubtedly be made to yield 
the quantity needed for all such books. And 
there are manufacturers who are willing to 
make any kind of paper for which there is a 
demand. 

“The New England Historic Genealogical 
Society has demonstrated that it is possible to 
secure paper of the desired quality. For 
over thirty years that used in its magazine 
has been made to order by one manufacturer 
as desired by the Committee on Publications. 
Beginning with the year 1908, this paper, 
formerly known as the ‘Register paper/ is to 
be water-marked (‘N. E. H. G. S.—Stand¬ 
ard/) so that authors and compilers who wish 
it to be used for their books will have no 
difficulty in obtaining the genuine Register 
paper. 

The formula of this paper is: fibres from 
cotton rags not less than 75 per cent.; 
fibres from wood (sulphite spruce and soda 
poplar) not more than 25 per cent.; loading, 
clay (total ash not to exceed 10 per cent.) ; 
and freedom from all but the merest trace 
of acids and chlorides. This formula is in 
substantial agreement with the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee on Deterioration of 
Paper, appointed by the Society for the En¬ 
couragement of Arts, Manufactures and Com¬ 
merce. whose report (London, 1898) shows 
an exhaustive study of the subject; and the 
leading German, English and American chem¬ 
ists who have made a study of the manufac¬ 
ture of paper believe that the paper properly 
made on such specification will prove suffi¬ 
ciently lasting for publications of permanent 
value. 

“The experienced chemist, by the aid of 
the microscope, can readily distinguish the 
various kinds of celluloses and estimate the 
approximate proportion of each found in a 
given sample of paper. He can also determ¬ 
ine the presence of impurities, acids and 
chlorides; hence it is possible and practicable 
for an author or compiler to determine, at a 
small expense (the chemist’s fee for analysis), 
whether a given lot of paper conforms to a 
required formula or not, by means of the 
analysis of a sample selected at random. 

“An eminent American authority on the 
subject (Mr. Arthur D. Little) has said ( The 
Printing Art, June, 1903) that ‘Paper quite as 
durable and in other respects at least as good 
as any ever made may be had to-day by any 
one who will learn to recognize good paper 
and who is willing to pay what good paper 
costs.’ 


“The difference of cost between good paper 
and poor is but a trifle per volume, especially 
if the poor paper be heavily loaded with clay. 
There seems to be no reason then why the 
historian or genealogist who wishes his work 
to endure cannot, by the assistance of a chem¬ 
ist, determine in advance whether the paper 
which he proposes to use for his work is free 
from all physical and chemical defects which 
would tend to destroy its permanence.” 


THE IMPORTANCE OF INDEXES. 

It is right and proper that something should 
be done, every now and then, to rouse the 
makers of books to the importance of indexes. 
The subject is familiar, no doubt. As Profes¬ 
sor Saintsbury has recently remarked, “The 
index has been a kind of fetich for some 
time.” For his part, he prefers to take to 
task the anthologist he is reviewing for not 
having provided a table of contents. Never¬ 
theless, lovers of good indexes should go 
on agitating, in season and out of season, 
for the establishment of the highest possible 
standard in this matter. Alfred W. Pollard, 
a bibliographer who is also a sensitive man 
of letters, a short time ago, has a capital 
paper on indexes in the Cornhill Magazine. 
He is not ferocious, after the fashion of that 
John Baynes who is credited with the de¬ 
claration “that the man who published a book 
without an index ought to be damned' ten 
miles beyond Hell, where the Devil himself 
could not get for stinging nettles.” Neither 
does he express approval of Lord Campbell’s 
grim proposal, “No index, no copyright.” He 
is content, rather, to be interesting and amus¬ 
ing about indexes, and in this way to make 
sympathetic the reform which, it seems, needs 
forever to be urged. The index is neglected 
or scamped very often, because authors think 
it a dull task, yet, as Mr. Pollard notes, 
“Men of parts have taken a pleasure in such 
work.” Let its fascination once be made 
plain, and we will have fewer books justify¬ 
ing Baynes’s curse, or through the badness 
of their indexes, inviting even worse reprisals. 
It is, perhaps, an open question as to whether 
the perfunctory index is not more exasperat¬ 
ing than the absence of even an attempt 
to meet the reader’s convenience.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Former Judge Charles E. Phelps, of the 
Supreme bench of Baltimore, Md., died in 
that city on December 27. Judge Phelps was 
born in 1833 in Guilford, Vt., and was the 
author of two works—“Juridical Equity” and 
“Falstaff and Equity.” 

Mrs. Evelyn Greenleaf Sutherland, a 
well-known newspaper and magazine writer 
and the author of several plays, died on De¬ 
cember 24 in Boston, Mass. Mrs. Sutherland 
was the daughter of James Baker, of Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass. She was educated in private 
schools in Boston and Geneva, Switzerland. 
In 1879 she became the wife of Dr. John 
Preston Sutherland. 

Nicolaus Benziger, for many years man¬ 
ager of the famous firm of publishers of 
Catholic books, died November 24, 1908, at 
Einsiedeln in Switzerland. Benziger was born 
on February 18, 1830. Upon completing his 
studies in Munich and Paris, he obtained a 
position in 1S50 in the firm carried on by Karl 
Benziger, his uncle, and Nicolaus Benziger, 
his father, in Einsiedeln. Subsequently 
branches were established at Waldshut, Co¬ 
logne, New York, Cincinnati and Chicago. 
In 1S60, when the two brothers retired, Nico¬ 
laus, with his brother Adelrich and two 
cousins—Karl Benziger-v. Reding and Mar¬ 
tin Benziger-Dietschy—assumed the direction 
of the European interests of the firm, while 
his brother, Louis Benziger-Machler, and his 
cousin. Adelrich Benziger-Sarntheim, took 
charge of its American affairs. Though he 
retired from active direction of the affairs of 
the firm in 1886. Mr. Benziger’s advice and 
counsel was at the service of his successors to 
the time of his death. From 1S52 he was also 
active in public affairs, serving as Councillor, 
President of the Board of Education, etc., and 
serving in the army as captain and quarter¬ 
master. LTncompromisingly honest and pre¬ 
cise in all his dealings Benziger, during the 
mobilization in 1857 to prepare for the threat¬ 
ened invasion by Prussia, incurred the dis¬ 
pleasure of his illustrious superior, and was 
overlooked in the promotions, a slight that 
was not repaired until 1872, when the voters 
elected him to the Council of the Canton of 


Schwyz, in which he served until his death. 
Other honors followed. Benziger was a 
model of conscientious fulfilment of every 
duty imposed upon him, and was notable for 
his insistence upon order in every detail. In¬ 
defatigable worker that he was he had little 
patience with idlers, though he was always 
ready to reward loyalty and honesty of in¬ 
tention. Of the six children who survive him 
two sons are in this country, managers of the 
firm of Benziger Brothers—Nicolaus Ben- 
ziger-Stoffel and Meinrad Benziger-Dittrich. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Sunday School Times this week cele¬ 
brates its golden jubilee in an unusually at¬ 
tractive number. The influence of the Sunday 
School Times upon the religious thought of 
the country has always been broadening and 
liberalizing, making for uncompromising 
Christianity and setting a high standard of 
citizenship. May it be permitted to exercise 
this influence for many decades to come. 

The Story-Press Corporation, Chicago, 
publishers of The Blue Book Magazine, have 
begun the publication of another magazine 
called The Green-Book Album, devoted to 
the more entertaining aspect of the stage. 
The magazine is in no sense critical or pro¬ 
fessional, but is designed to interest and en¬ 
tertain the theatre-going public. It is not so 
much a magazine for the players as it is about 
them. The magazine carries 192 pages of 
text, standard size, and includes an especially 
interesting pictorial section entitled “Out of 
the Mimic Into the Real,” devoted to photo¬ 
graphs of our most prominent players away 
from the theatre. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Colonel Thomas Wentworth Higginson 
was eighty-five years old on December 22. 
Colonel and Mrs. Higginson kept open house 
and held an informal reception and many peo¬ 
ple of Cambridge and its vicinity called to 
pay their respects. Remembrances were ap¬ 
parent in quantities of fragrant flowers which 
filled the house and in wreaths and garlands 
of Christmas greenery sent by old friends of 
the colonel. 

Sidney McCall, well known as the author 
of “Truth Dexter,” “The Dragon Painter,” 
etc., is hard at work on the manuscripl of her 
new book, which will be brought out this 
coming season by Little, Brown & Company. 
The basic theme of the book will be the sub¬ 
ject of child labor in the Southern mills, and 
as the author has spent a large part of her 
life in the vicinity and has seen much of this 
evil, a strong and interesting novel may be 
expected. 

The New York Browning Society, a year- 
old organization, held a symposium at the 
u aldorf-Astoria on December 29. In the 
programme for the day was included an ad¬ 
dress on “The Browning Monologue in Rela¬ 
tion to the Shakespeare Soliloquy,” by Pro¬ 
fessor Frederick H. Sykes, of Columbia Uni¬ 
versity; “The Painter and His Art in the 
Poetry of Browning,” by Miss Elizabeth Ful- 
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lick, of Wellesley College; “Browning and 
Milton;” by the Rev. Dr. Henry Stimson, and 
readings from Browning, by Mrs. Sara Taw- 
ney Lefferts, John D. Barry, Richard H. 
Purdy and Miss Florence Earle Coates, and 
Browning songs sung by Miss Veronica 
Govers, Miss Clara Devine and Wilford 
Watters. 

Some wonder has been expressed at the 
awarding of the Nobel prize for literature to 
Rudolph Eucken, professor of philosophy at 
the University of Jena, instead of the poet 
Swinburne. But light is now thrown on the 
award by the report some time ago that it 
might lie between Swinburne and the most 
popular of Swedish authors, Selma Lagerlof, 
author of “Goesta Berling, ,, and that if neither 
faction could achieve a decisive triumph the 
prize might fall to some third person. The 
outcome seems to have justified this early 
rumor. Professor Eucken is not so widely 
famous a writer as either the poet or the 
novelist, but he is a scholar and philosopher 
of solid achievement, and his name may have 
proved a specially suitable one for a com¬ 
promise. _

H. W. Eliot, for several years with Fred¬ 
erick A. Stokes Company, has left that firm 
to be with the Reilly & Britton Co. of Chicago. 

August Ghers, for a number of years as¬ 
sistant buyer at A. C. McClurg & Co/s, has 
resigned his position to represent the Baker 
& Taylor Company on the road, beginning 
January 15. 

D. Appleton & Co. have nearly ready a 
novel by George Hazelton, author of “Mis¬ 
tress Nell,” entitled “The Raven,” which has 
for its main theme the love story of Edgar 
Allan Poe. 

There is to be brought out in France a new 
series of critical biographies under the gen¬ 
eral title of Les Grands Ecrivains Europeens. 
Among the authors of coming volumes are 
Maeterlinck, Maurice Barres and Edouard 
Rod. 

We regret to have news of the ill health 
of Edward Marston, for years the senior 
member of the firm of Sampson Low, Mars¬ 
ton & Co., the “Amateur Angler,” who has 
preserved so much of youth and energy in ad¬ 
vancing age. As we go to press we hear that 
he is very weak. 

Dent & Co. are publishing a “Temple 
Shakespeare Pocket Lexicon,” specially de¬ 
signed to accompany this excellent edition of 
Shakespeare’s plays. It contains a glossarial 
index, as full a concordance as possible, with 
quotations from leading authorities in inter¬ 
pretation of obscure passages. 

W. H. Lowdermilk & Co., Washington, 
D. C., will publish, early in March, “Deck and 
Field,” by Frank Warren Hackett, a collec¬ 
tion of papers upon navy and army topics, 
opening with the two annual addresses deliv¬ 
ered before the Naval War College by Mr.

Navy. 

The Champlain Society of Toronto has 
decided to undertake, with H. P. Figgar as 
editor, a translation of the complete works of 
Champlain and at the same time to reprint the 
French text.

to date. The maps will be printed on one 
side of the paper and bound in flexible leather 
cover for the convenience of travellers. 

L. C. Page & Co. will bring out this month 
Morlev Roberts’s new story, “David Bran.” 
In this story Mr. Roberts again essays the 
problem attacked in his “Rachel Marr,” that 
of a man beloved by two women, and still 
further by attributing to the man an emotion 
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for both women which he calls love, and by 
making the women accept it without jealousy. 
The scene of the story is a village in Corn¬ 
wall. 

It is now announced that the subject se¬ 
lected by the English Department for the 
John Hubbard Curtis prize at Yale this year 
is “A Critical Essay on the Novels of Will¬ 
iam De Morgan,” the award for which will 
be $100 in cash. Professor William Lyon 
Phelps, who is well known not only at Yale, 
but throughout the country, for his interest¬ 
ing lectures, is an enthusiastic admirer of 
Mr. De Morgan. 

The Publishers’ Auxiliary, 341 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City, has in preparation 
“Who’s Who Among Women, 1908-1909,” 
edited by Arthur S. Ford. The directory will 
give full maiden or married names and ad¬ 
dresses, profession, place of birth, names of 
parents, father’s profession, place of educa¬ 
tion and degrees obtained, husband’s name 
and profession, names of children, if any, 
clubs and favorite pastimes. 

Mitchell Kennerley will publish shortly 
a little volume on “Burne-Jones,” by J. E. 
Pythian, which treats of the subject from 
three aspects—his life, his dream, his art. 
The author is imbued with the spirit of the 
school in which Burne-Jones was a conspic¬ 
uous leader, and furnishes his readers with a 
number of interesting side lights on the art 
movement of the last half century. The book 
contains thirty-two illustrations. 

The Bobbs-Merrill Company is bringing 
out a series of gift-books at a low price. In 
this series have been published so far James 
Whitcomb Riley’s “Child Verse” and “The 
Runaway Boy,” with large plates in full color 
by Ethel Franklin Betts, a well-known illus¬ 
trator of children’s books, and “Coinin’ Thro’ 
the Rye” and “Love’s Young Dream,” two 
collections of old songs illustrated with senti¬ 
mental pictures in color by Clarence F. Un¬ 
derwood. 

One of the largest bookstores in Ontario 
is owned by a woman—Miss Agnes Good- 
eve’s Oxford Book Store in Woodstock, Ont. 
Miss Goodeve learned the trade in Mitchell 
with R. O. Smith, now of Orillia. When she 
went to Woodstock she opened up a book and 
stationery store in partnership with Mr. 
Smith, under the firm name of R. O. Smith 
& Co. After Mr. Smith removed to Orillia, 
Miss Goodeve alone continued the business 
as the Oxford Book Store. 

Jean Gillequin & Cie., 7 Place Saint- 
Michel, Paris, are bringing out an inexpen¬ 
sive series of the masterpieces of French lit¬ 
erature under the general title of Tons les 
chefs-d’oeuvre de la Litterature Franqaise. The 
publishers desire to correspond with book¬ 
sellers in this country with a view to intro¬ 
ducing the series, which they put out at the 
rate of 65 francs for the set of 100 volumes. 
The books are handy sixteenmos, printed on 
good paper from small but readable type. 

It now appears that the sale of H. W. 
Poor’s library was a matter of necessity and 


not the whim of a collector. The assignment 
of the firm of H. W. Poor & Co., of which 
Henry W. Poor was the sole member, was 
announced on December 26. Mr. Poor is also 
president and a director of Poor’s Railroad 
Manual Company, which publishes “Poor’s 
Railway Manual,” for many years a standard 
authority on the railroads of the United 
States. This company is in no way involved 
in the failure of Mr. Poor. 

Publication of “Septimus,” William J. 
Locke’s new novel, has been postponed by 
John Lane Company, owing to heavy advance 
sales, to January 14. Mr. Locke dedicated the 
book to an American friend “and a friend of 
‘Septimus,’ ” which is another indication of 
the delight he took during his recent visit to 
this country in making the acquaintance of 
Americans on their own ground. Unlike 
some other noted writers in England to-day, 
the American man of affairs is by no means 
a sealed book to this author. 

Silver, Burdett & Co. have just brought 
out “Studies of Modern Education,” by Dr. 
Charles Oliver Hoyt, professor of history and 
education jn the Michigan State Normal 
School, which was written, as the author ex¬ 
plains, “in response to the demand for a sim¬ 
ple, suggestive book*covering the fundamental 
truths and putting the student in a position to 
gain from them a basis for his own philosophy 
and science of education.” They have also 
just ready an interesting book by William A. 
Mo wry, entitled “Recollections of a New' 
England Educator.” 

The Oxford University Press announces 
a series of volumes of British historical por¬ 
traits, of which' the first, containing 103 por¬ 
traits, (from Richard 11. to Henry Wriothes- 
ley,) will be published this month. Each por¬ 
trait is accompanied by a brief life written by 
C. R. L. Fletcher, and there is a general in¬ 
troduction by C. F. Bell. The portraits them¬ 
selves have been chosen from many private 
collections, and, of course, from the National 
Portrait Gallery, by Emery Walker. Begin¬ 
ning with the close of the fourteenth it is 
hoped to carry the series down to the middle 
of the nineteenth century. 

A. W. Sijthoff, of Leyden, who is pub¬ 
lishing a series of photographic reproductions 
of famous Greek and Latin mss., under the 
editorship of Dr. de Vries, is issuing an appeal 
to scholars and directors of classical studies 
to support his enterprise, w'hich has unfor¬ 
tunately failed to find help where he had every 
reason to expect it. The undertaking is one 
of obviously great value and usefulness to 
classical scholarship, and it is to be hoped that 
the appeal he now makes will meet a hearty 
response. Full particulars and price list of 
such Codices as have already appeared will be 
sent on application. 

R. H. Hinkley Company, Boston, are pub¬ 
lishing a limited edition of 555 copies of a 
Tercentenary edition of “The Poetical Works 
of John Milton.” Mitford’s biography and 
notes accompany the poems, among which 
will be found the translations from Horace 
t Seneca, Euripides, Sophocles, Dante, Ariosto] 
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and Geoffrey of Monmouth, and the remark¬ 
able versions of the Psalms, and also Milton’s 
own Latin and Greek verses. A portrait and 
sixteen pictures in outline by William Addi¬ 
son Dwiggins are included in this edition. 
Some of the outlines are original, others 
based on the work of Southard and Fuseli. 
The books are printing at the Merrymount 
Press from a special font of old style type, 
and the binding is of imported pigskin, blind 
tooled in an elaborate pattern. The publish¬ 
ers some time ago brought out the fourteen- 
volume edition of the King James version of 
the Bible. 

Names of characters in fiction are very 
often the result of unconscious cerebration, 
and the results are sometimes amusing. Not 
long ago the name of Horace Hazeltine, au¬ 
thor of that exciting novel of adventure “The 
City of Encounters,” appeared with that of 
Campbell MacCulloch, the short story writer, 
side by side in the contents table of one of 
the magazines. Shortly after this Mr. Hazel- 
tine, who reads fiction for one of the best 
known of New York’s periodicals, found 
among the submitted manuscripts a tale by 
MacCulloch, entitled “The Fourth Dimen¬ 
sion,” in which the hero, strangely enough, 
was called Professor Horace Hazeltine. From 
seeing the name in juxtaposition with his 
own, Mr. MacCulloch it seems had uncon¬ 
sciously retained it, and subsequently had 
made use of it in the fond belief that the 
combination was pure invention. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company will publish 
on the 15th inst. a new book by Harold Bind- 
loss, entitled “Lorimer of the Northwest,” 
which gives the story of a man’s open-air 
fight for fortune and the women he loves. 
The scene of the book is the Canadian North¬ 
west, a section of the country which this au¬ 
thor has made familiar more than once to the 
readers of his pages. It is described as a 
book in which there are no so-called prob¬ 
lems, no neurotic characters, but plenty of 
adventure and struggle with the forces of 
nature. They will publish at the same time 
a novel entitled “Dreaming River,” by a new 
author, Barr Moses. Dreaming River is. a 
deserted town on the Minnesota prairie, in¬ 
habited by one man—a young poet living 
alone in his old house. Into his solitude there 
suddenly comes Dorothy, a New York girl, 
who knows little about things in general, and 
still less about Minnesota and poets. The 
story of the growing intimacy of these two 
forms the burden of the novel, which contains 
a good deal of original verse and humorous 
incident and description. 

Ginn & Company have just brought out a 
book of “Readings in English History,” by 
Edward P. Cheney, which supplies in con¬ 
venient form English history source material, 
drawing upon contemporary narratives, ex¬ 
tracts from diaries, letters, anecdotes and per¬ 
sonal records rather than upon statutes, 
proclamations and official documents; an edi¬ 
tion of D. Jose M. de Pereda’s “Pedro San¬ 
chez,” one of the foremost specimens of mod¬ 
ern Spanish realism, fully equipped with an 


introduction, notes and vocabulary and an 
excellent map of Madrid, the scene of the 
story, which may be used in school or college 
work either early in a student’s course, as an 
adjunct to the grammar, or later, for more 
rapid supplementary reading; a new “German 
Exercise Book,” by M. Blackmore Evans and 
Eduard Prokosh, of importance to teachers 
in facilitating their examination of the writ¬ 
ten work as well as of assistance to the stu¬ 
dent as a book of reference and as an aid for 
review; also, “Graded Exercises in Phonog¬ 
raphy,” an exercise book containing the writ¬ 
ing exercises of “American Phonography,” 
by William L. Anderson. 

Moffat, Yard & Co., in view of the ap¬ 
proaching Lincoln centenary, expect shortly 
to add to their series of Our American Holi¬ 
days a volume on Lincoln’s birthday. The 
books in this series, which is edited by Robert 
Haven Schauffier, are made up of a collection 
of writings from many sources—historical, 
poetic, religious, patriotic, etc., presenting each 
American festival as seen through the eyes of 
the representative writers of many ages and 
nations. Each volume is accompanied by a 
historical introduction. Among the novels 
which Moffat, Yard & Co. will bring out early 
next year is one by Olive M. Briggs, daughter 
of the Rev. Dr. Charles M. Briggs, entitled 
“The Black Cross.” The scene of the romance, 
which is described as a musical novel, is laid 
in Russia and deals largely with various Rus¬ 
sian secret societies. The illustrations will be 
by Ivanowski. Other books which are prom¬ 
ised for early publication are “The Romance 
of American Expansion,” by Professor H. 
Addington Bruce, author of “The Riddle of 
Personality,” etc., which made so marked a 
success in The Outlook last year; “The His¬ 
tory of American Verse,” by Professor W. B. 
Otis, of the College of the City of New York; 
and “Wireless Telegraphy and Telephony,” 
by Professor A. E. Kennelly, of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, a new and revised edition of the au¬ 
thor’s “Wireless Telegraphy,” brought fully 
up to date and with a treatment of the whole 
subject of wireless telephony added. 

The Macmillan Company will bring out 
shortly in the English Men of Letters series 
a sketch of William Morris, by Alfred Noyes. 
The book aims to present Morris in the light 
of a character study, and in so doing it is in¬ 
teresting to note that it is chiefly in an anal¬ 
ysis of his poetry that Mr. Noyes endeavors 
to set “the essential man” before his readers. 
They have in preparation an important work, 
in two volumes, on the city of New York, by 
Mrs. Schuyler Van Rensselaer, author of 
“English Cathedrals,” etc. The promised 
work is historical in nature and gives the 
history of the metropolis from its beginning 
to the present time. It is said to be written 
in a narrative style that is calculated to make 
its appeal to the average reader, and is not in 
any sense statistical or political in character. 
They also announce another work of a histor¬ 
ical nature entitled “Statistical and Chrono¬ 
logical History of the United States Navy,” 
in two volumes, by Robert W. Neeser. This 
work is the result of long and patient research 
on the part of the author, and is intended to 
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include every significant fact with regard to 
the American Navy from its beginning. It 
thus aims to record in compact form every 
action and expedition in which the navy has 
been engaged, with precise information as to 
the ships engaged, their equipment, duration, 
and result of engagements, etc., thus forming, 
practically, a register of every ship which has 
been in the navy since its beginnings, and 
giving the historical details of the engage¬ 
ments in which each ship has taken a part. 

A valuable contribution to bibliographical 
literature has just been brought out in the 
work entitled “A History of the New York 
Society Library, with an Introductory Chap¬ 
ter on Libraries in Colonial New York, 1698- 
1776; printed for the trustees,” by Austin 
Baxter Keep. The Society Library celebrated 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of its 
founding in 1904, and by action of its trustees 
then taken this is a memorial volume, though 
appearing some years later. The first three 
introductory chapters, under the title “The 
Library in Colonial New York,” have been ac¬ 
cepted by the Faculty of Political Science in 
Columbia University as Mr. Keep’s thesis for 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. The vol¬ 
ume gives evidence of the most careful re¬ 
search and painstaking work, and forms an 
interesting chapter in the history of New 
York City as well as throwing light upon the 
library movement in other colonies since 1700. 
Much interesting information is given with 
regard to the literary and other notables who 
have been identified with the history of New 
York City. There are more than forty full- 
page illustrations and there are fully as many 
facsimiles, nearly all of which are unique and 
rare. In addition to the history of the So¬ 
ciety Library, there are excellent sketches of 
the Bray Foundation, or the library of Trinity 
Parish ; of the Sharpe Collection, given in 1713 
to found a “Publick library;” of the Millington 
bequest, or the Corporation Library; of the 
library of King’s College, the booksellers’ cir¬ 
culating libraries, and the Union Literary So¬ 
ciety of New* York. The subscription articles 
of the Society Library in 1754, the charter 
and amendments, a list of trustees, a list of 
officers and of benefactors, and a statement 
of the authorities quoted and cited, with an 
index by C. Alex. Nelson, complete the vol¬ 
ume. It is safe to state that the volume repre¬ 
sents one of the most valuable records of 
library development yet printed. Charles 
Scribner’s Sons have the work for sale.
